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Herald To Carry Ad Of Tax Deedet 
Properties On Sale March 18

Including 2186 Parcels of'Rca 
Estate, distributed In some 80 
different communities, the coun 
ly's second largest sale of tax 
drcded properties In recent years 
'.\nd the largest since that of 
October, 1944, will start Monday 
March 18, H. L. Byram, County 
Tax Collector, announced today 

The properties arc being ad 
veftlsed beginning Feb. 21, in 71 
different newspapers of the 
County, including the Torrance 
Herald.

The sale will- be held at the 
Hall of Justice with Frank B. 
Murphy, deputy tax collector, re­ 
cently returned from three years 
in the Navy, and Deputy War­ 
ren E. Schwab, alternating as 
auctioneers.

Properties being offered for 
sale carry a total assessed valu 
atlon of $033,195, but will go 
on the auction block at an ag 
gregate minimum bid of $152,000. 
The minimum Is figured on the 
basis of s«ven times the cur­ 
rent year's taxes.

The sale In March will be the 
first of three and possibly four, 
such sales scheduled for this 
year, Byram stated. Three such 
sales were held in 1945, In Febru­ 
ary, August and December, at 
which 3481 properties were sold 
for a total income to the Coun­ 
ty- of $880,014. At the Decem­ 
ber sale bidding was so active 
that final selling prices ran near­ 
ly 50 por cent 1 above assessed 
vauations.

Byram states that his office 
Is now taking applications for 
properties which applicants wish 
put up for auction late In the 
coming summer. Despite the fact 
that many of the cities of the 
County, Including the City of 
Los Angeles, arc conducting 
their own tax lands selling pro­

grams, nearly 90,000- deodi 
properties still remain on th 
County's list of tax-foreclosi 
lands, he said.
